2o The Anpy Dactylographic Service is divided and attached to the various 
Array Corps, which correspond to the districts of Rumania » The extent of 
the work is comparatively small, each section comprising not more than 
four or five persons » Counterespionage is the main concern of this 
Service » 

3« The Civil Dactylographic Service belonged to the Ministry of Justice and, 
until June or July 1951^ was located at Bucharest, Oalea Rahovei in the 
Tribunal Building o At that time it vras transferred to the Ministry of 
Interior o It now belongs to the Militia and is located behind the former 
Royal Palace <, (For reasons for this move see paragraph 5 below*) It is 
part of a de^ artment called Cazier Judiciar, which might best be trans- 
lated as “criminal registration officeo" In this office’s files are 
recorded finf3erprints, photographs, life histories, etcetera* About 40 
officials are employed here, of which seven belong to the Dactylographic 
Service o

The TOrk of the Civil Dactylographic Service is divided into criminal, 
political, and other classes* The S^^rvice handles the orders of all 
security organizations, except the Array. Its main work involves the 
detection of Legionnaires and its recent transfer to the Militia (see 
above) was effected because many officials, i^ao could not be relied upon, 
withl>eld the prints of relatives or friends The Militia can exercise a 
more severe control on its officials o 
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6, l^ere are no business machines in use by the Service, so that it takes_ 
up to 24 hours to find a jarint. The only mechanical devices in use 
are two German«ma<le "machines,** tiljr the help of which a worker is able 
to see all the five prints at the, same time on a ceid^ain indi;^ card,
